I unfortunately am unable to listen to your radio program, both because I am at work and 
because Buffalo does not broadcast your show (too liberal here) . But I do watch your 
television show almost every night. 



I was unaware until the other night that you also have a special needs child - in your 
case, cerebral palay. I do not wish to lay pity, but rather to let you know, as an avid 
fan, that I too have a special needs child who has autism. Our son' s name is Aiden, and 
he is 5 years old. My wife Kelly and I struggle everyday. 



One of the major reasons why I like you and your show (besides being a conservative) is 
that you are upfront, honest and genuine. You have been very open about your struggles 
with alcoholism, your family, your beliefs and your views. That is what I value in 
people. 



I am 33 years old, live in Buffalo and I am a production planner/buyer at a manufacturing 
firm. We live a decent middle class living where we own our home - but you hit on the 
head every night - gas and food prices are killing us ! 



We just recently were able to be the second family in the Buffalo area to have street 
signs put up in our neighborhood to slow down due to "child with autism area" while that 
is not the end all, it is an extra measure to help protect Aiden. I am taking it a step 
further by working with my NYS senator to introduce statewide legislation to allow all 
farailies of special needs children (autistic, physical or mentally handicapped, deaf, 
blind, etc.) the ability to ask for special street signs in a streamlined, easy fashion 
through either a website or phone number. I hope to see it soon (a TV story was done at 
WGRZ.com, and a Buffalo News article also). I hope that you could support our efforts, 
being a parent of a special needs child also. As a side note, one of my neighbors does 
NOT support it because she fears that people will think her children have autism, if you 
could believe it...it made blood shoot out of MY eyes ! )

We have tried battery 
powered spot lights, spot lights on the nearest houses, and even strings of Christmas 
lights. None of these measures have been effective. The Sahalee Homeowners Association has 
worked with the Anchorage School District and the Municipality of Anchorage on a plan to 
extend the couple of safety lights at the Trailside Elementary end of the trails along the 
whole length of the trails. Our only remaining roadblock is the funding for this plan. 



Representative Meyer has worked to have some money that was originally intended for some 
guardrails along Abbott Road reallocated for this trail safety lighting project. (Changes 
since the original guardrail allocation have mitigated the need for the guardrails.) 
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Please keep this funding intact.

INTERIOR: Proposed gun rule would align federal parks with state laws 
(04/30/2008)

Visitors to national parks and national wildlife refuges would be allowed to carry 
guns if doing so is permitted in the states those lands are in, according to a 
proposed rule opened for public commerit earlier today. 

The proposed rule would allow visitors to possess, carry and transport concealed, 
loaded and operable firearms in these federal lands, but only in the same manner 
allowed to visitors of state parks or state wildlife management areas. 

The Interior Department said the proposed rule change is intended to clear up 
conflicting regulations between states and the federal government that may make 
it difficult to regulate firearms in these protected lands. In 61 park units that 
allow hunting, firearms are governed by state laws. 

"The safety and protection of park and refuge visitors remains a top priority for 
the Department of the Interior," Interior Secretary Dirk Kempthorne said in a 
statement. "The proposed regulations will incorporate current state laws 
authorizing the possession of concealed firearms, while continuing to maintain 
important provisions to ensure visitor safety and resource protection." 

Kempthorne ordered the department to review its regulations in February after 51 
senators sent a pair of letters to the secretary claiming the policies were 
confusing and could conflict with the Second Amendment rights of gun owners. 

Interior's gun rules were established in the 1930s to bar poaching. They were 
amended in 1983 to allow unloaded firearms to be carried in parks and refuges. 

Several park, conservation and law enforcement groups have come out against 
revisiting the rules, calling it the result of a National Rifle Association-backed 
campaign to water down such regulations. 

"This is purely and simply a politically driven effort to solve a problem that 
doesn't exist," said Bill Wade, chairman of the Coalition of National Park Service 
Retirees. "There are no existing data that suggest any public interest to be gained 
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by allowing visitors to parks to possess concealed handguns." 

Those groups said the proposed rule would only add to confusion because many 
national parks and wildlife refuges span multipte states that may have different 
firearm laws for state-protected lands.
